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DETAILED ACTION 



Amendment 

1. Receipt is acknowledged of the amendment filed on February 19, 2003, which has been 
5 entered (Paper #14). The Examiner appreciates the Applicant for submitting the samples of 
transaction card as agreed during the interview (see Paper #12) for Examiner's demonstration. 
Claims 1-14, 16-29, 31-53, 57, and 59-80 remain for examination.

10 2. The application having been allowed, formal drawings are required in response to this 
Office Action. 



Allowable Subject Matter 
3. Claims 1-14, 16-29, 31-53, 57, and 59-80 are allowed. 

15 4. The following is the Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claims are 
directed a transaction card such as credit cards, debit cards, membership cards and other 
promotional cards. The transaction card is configured to meet ANSI and ISO specification, and 
contains at least one auxiliary member attached at longer edge of the transaction card. As 
indicated in previous Office Action(s), transaction card with multiple auxiliary members attached 

20 with the card via scoring/perforation is generally well known in the art (i.e. bonus card at grocery 
stores or membership card) and widely used in various industries. However, the cited references 
fail to specifically teach or fairly suggest of a particular characteristic wherein the edges of the 
card, after the auxiliary members are separated from the card, the card meets ANSI and ISO 
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specification for edge roughness without further application of post-separation processing as set 
forth in the claims. Moreover, provided sample cards were separated by the Examiner to see 
edge roughness to meet ANSI and ISO specification. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
5 payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."
